sibility of a railroad finally reaching

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York Spring*, running through the 
Lattmore Valley and connecting Dills- 
burg with the Reading railroad at 
Gardner's Station. The rumor is that 
the Readlag proposes to build a new 
line between Gardner's and Dillsburg 
rather than double track its present 
system, and giving it a low grade 
route for tt» heavy traffic around the 
mountains. 
It would greatly reduce 


the mileage between the points in 
question and would open up to the 
railroad a n«w section of country. The 
Latimore Valley offers an admirable 
route from DHl&burg to Gardner's, 
where the new line would connect 
with the present Philadelphia and 
Reading system. The old Harrisburg 
& Potomac roadbed, now abandoned, 
could be placed in condition with com- 
paratively little work as far as York 
Springs and could be used for new 
line. This would lea\e only a short 
distance to be new tracked. 'Ihe pro- 
jMjsed new road would go from Dills- 
burg southwest^ ard 
through Clear 


Spring and York Springs and thence 
westward to Gardner's Station.

EQUITY CASE OVER PASSENGER 
RATES ARGUED IN OUR COURTS 


Interesting Evidence Involved as to 


the Pa. Passenger Business and 


its Proportion of Expenses. 


On Monday a special tcjuity court 


was held b\ Judges Swop*. Dicks and 
bueei inger to hear the arguments ot 
louiisel in the case ol the Western 
Marvlaiul RaiKva\ Co. vs. the Oount\ 
ot Adams 


Our readers will recall that last 


February the Western Mainland an- 
no'inc^d in the newspapers that it 
would increase the rates charged tor 
passenger ti-siffic I'rom two cents a mile 
to turee tenth a mile 
This was con 


i-ideied ,i /er\ heiious n:ove by our 
('oniirv (.'oimiiN-ioneis ai.d on their 
iiehalt .1. L. \Villuuiib, Es'i. the county 
solicitor look up the mailer and no- 
tified the railway company that an 
act of the Penna Legislature approv- 
ed April 51 h, J907. prevented them 
I mil increasing this rate beyond two 
cents, and that the County of Adams 
wo dirt enforce the penalty imposed, 
which was $1000 fot- every "ticket sold, 
unless they could show to a court of. 
competent jurismction that under the 
law they were entitled to make the in- 
crease. Xo increase has yet been 
made. 


The company then filed i bill in 


equity asking the court to declare the 
Act ot 1907 unconstitutional and to 
injunction the County Commissioners 
Irom proceeding to enforce the penal- 
ty for the violation of the Act, and 
to this the county filed an answer 
calling for legal proors. The matter 
was heard on September 18, when the 
Railway Company presented figures 
tending to show 
that during the 


month ot May, 1911, it received $6,- 
10S.5V 
from passengers who bought 


tickets 
in 
Pennsylvania and used 


them 
entirely 
in Pennsylvania. It 


did nut include any part of the re- 
ceipts from the large excursions from 
Baltimore to Gettysburg, nor 
from 


Baltimore, York. Hanover nor Gettys- 
burg to - en-Mar, because they claim- 
ed i ..at all the fare of any passenger 
travelling the least distance over the 
State, Hue was interstate traffic, even 
though tie travelled on a strictly Penn- 
sylvania' train. Nor did it include 
any'part ot- the receipts from carry- 
ing, the mails, baggage., express, milk 
and farm produce, nor income Irons 
subsidary concerns. 


The Western 
Maryland' Company 


operates 543 miles of line of this 30? 
miles is within Pennsylvania. Then 
•to ascertain the expenses of running 
the passenger trains in Pennsylvania 
they adopted the revenue train mile- 
age system. This means the total 
numoer ot miles wnich all the trains 
of the road covered in that month of 
May. 
1911, from which revenue was 


derived. 
The total operating expen- 


ses of the road for May, 1911, was 
shown to be $371,527.31. Then by de- 
ducting the mHeage in Maryland and 
West 
Virginia • they 
claimed 
the 


amount chargeable to Pennsylvania 
was $83,508 52. and that the freight 
traffic should bear $61,805.01 and the 
passenger |21.703.81. It then deduct- 
ed what it claimed was the expenses 
of handling the mail, express, milk 
and the like amounting to $2,767.34, 
and also what it claimed to be the 
proper division between tntrastate and- 
interstate traffic of $8,869.82. 


This figuring would show receipts 


for the mouth of $6,108.57: and operat- 
ing expenses for the month of $11,- 
525.40; and a monthly loss from ope- 
ration of $5,416.83. 


The arguments of C. S. Duncan, 


Esq.. 
aud Geo. D. Schmidt, Esq., of 


York, for the Company, and J. L. 
Williams, Esq.,

were heard by the court on Monday. 
The Company mainly contended rhair 
The figures presented at the hearing 
were in themselves enough to move 
tne court to enter a decree in its fa- 
vor. 
The Count} ~s position was that 


the Company had not presented 'such 
a case as would entitle it to equitable 
relief. It was pointed by the County 
•Solicitor that the main objection was- 
that the Company had not given any 
credit to the Pennsylvania lines for a? 
proportionate share of the money re- 
ceived 
from 
excursions and travel 


within Pennsylvania as above indicat- 
ed, and also that no credit was ariven. 
for carrying of mails, baggage^ ex- 
press, &(.:. although the Pennsylvania, 
lines were riiarsed 
with their pro- 


rata share of fixed charges and ope- 
rating expenses, 
ft was stated that 


'his point has never been decided in 
Pennsylvania and that Judge Swope 
would have the opportunity of first 
passing upon it. 


The County contended that the Com- 


pany by their peculiar method of 
handling the figures was not fair and 
candid in their presentation, and as- 
the burden was on it to prove its case 
according to equitalr.e rules it had not 
done so in a manner to move the con- 
science of a chancellor in granting 
equitable relief. 


Numerous requests for the findings 


of facts and of the law were present- 
ed by both sides and Judge Swope sug- 
gested that these be interchanged be- 
tween counsel, who will write out 
their exceptions anrt file them on Oc- 
tober 16th, when the Court will take 
the case under advisement.

Section 1. Be it resolved b> the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
Geneni Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
ot Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
herein, proposed, in accordance with 
thf *-:srh'pp))th article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting" iu place thereof 
the lollowing: 


Section G. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
eis now vested in the district courts 
and courts of common pleas, subject 
to such changes as may be mide by 
this Constitution or by law, shall be 
iu Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts ot equal and co- 
oidinate 
jurisdiction, composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one. number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
ma\ be by law increased, from time 
te time, and shall be in like manner 
designated 
by 
successive 
numbers. 


The number of judges in any of .^,ai 
courts or in any county where the es 
tablishment ot an additional court 
may be authorized by law, may be in- 
creastd, from time to time, and \\ hen- 
ever such meiease shall amount in 
the \\hole *o three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and sepaiate 
court as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. 
In Philadel- 


phia all suits shall be instituted in the

In the county of Allegheny all ihe
